IJmo and Hay Fever. 


We are moving slowly towards A 


more satisfactory treatment of hay 
fever. 
Dr. Schepper^rell and others 
stimulated by him, have shown which 
are the prevailing pollens in nearly 
every part of the country. The man 
who wants to go away during the hay 
fever season can find out what pollens 
cause his trouble and what regions are 
free from his enemy. Vacationing for 
hay fever is now where it can be put 
on a scientific basis. The use of de- 
feensitizing vaccines becomes 
more 


satisfactory each year. Dr. Younger 
says that In and around Chicago the 
rule is that skin tests for sensltizatlon 
to only six pollens need to be made. 
In the vaccine which he used he In- 
corporates rag-weed, because what- 
ever other pollens are involved rag- 
weed Is practically always present, 
either as the chief criminal or as a 
powerful aid. 
Dr. Younger is a firm believed in 


the advantage of treating any disor- 
ders in the nose, which ac^ ag con- 
tributing causes of th,e hay fever. He 
says: "One reason treatment of hay 
fever is now so much more satisfac- 
tory is because so many people now 
begin treatment before June 1, In- 
stead of waiting until the disease 
slaps them in the face-" 
Another advantage relates to 
the 


use of calcium. In most cases of hay 
fever and other forms of asthma the 
blood is poor in lime. Many people 
have noticed that one way to lessen 
the unpleasant virulence of the custo- 
mary morning attack of hay fever 
was to drink a glass or milk at night. 
Milk is right in lime. Others have 
gotten relief by taJcing a dose of lime 
as either calcium chloride or calcium 
lactat'e thre.e times a day. 


It was easy to supply lime, but 


many "people do not readily absorb 
It, or, having absorbed it, do. not hold 
on to it. 
Another case ol "easy to 


lead the horse to water, but hard to 
get him to drink."

severjU methods of fixing thn Hme ia 
the body are in use.

A second is to give 
some extract of thyroid or extract of' 
parathyroid along with th* lime.
